over Harry V. McChesney. of- Prank- 
fort, and l.ieut. Governor Edward J. 
MrT><»r»r>ott. of l..ouisvtH<^- 
' Ut. McCheaney made it plain to tba 
voters tliroughout a strenuous cam 
paign that he stood for Statewide Pro- 
hibition. His vote wag largely con.- 
flned to the rural districts, and, while 
one hundred and six counties out of 
one hundred and twenty are dry un- 
der the county unit law, lie failed to 
carry many of them. 

Edward J. McDermott was non-com 
mittal as to his convictions, but it was 
generally supposed that he stood for 
the county unit law as against state- 
wide prohibition. He carried only hia 
home city of Louisville. faUizig down 
In Jefferson County outside of the city, 
carrying only one precinct He ran a 
poor third throughout the state. 

Stanley's v4ctory was overwhelm 
ing, sweeping the state from one end 
to the other. Slnce^ his defeat for the 
United States Senatorship In the CaU. 
of ° 1914, he has been stumping the 
state, and it is said that he made more 
Btnmi> speeches than any other can- 
didate in the race. 

Stanley was dven national promi- 
nence when as a member of Congress 
be was appointed Chairman of the 
Steel Trust Investigation Committee, 
and through this rigid work which he 
carried on for two yearar.httracted 
much notoriety through th6 mgazinei 
and newspapers. He was elected to six 
consecutive tarms in Congress by tha 
Second District and served nnti 
March of this year, when his term ex 
pired.

PARLEY WILL «E RESUMED 



Pan-American Confercce on Mexican 
Affairs, Begun In Washington, Will 
Be Renewed In New York~Con8ider 
Financial Plana. 

^ Washington, August 9.— The Pan- 
American conference which met here 
last week, to deviso a. plan for restor- 
ing government in Mexico probably 
wlU be resumed in New York next 
Wednesday. 

Secretary Lansing marte this an- 
nouncement upon his return from New 
York, where he conferred with Secre- 
tary McAdoo. Mexican affairs and 
the co-operative effort of the TTnited 
States and Latin-American repuhlfcs' 
to end the faetional strife were' dis- 
cussed gtterally. 

"We talked of the Mexican situa- 
tion." said Secretary I,an?ing, "but we 
did not consider an.v financial plan for 
supporting a Mexican government. 
The principal purpose of my visit to 
Now York was to talk with Mr. Mc- 
Adoo concerning fiuanrial arrange- 
ments for the Pan-American financial 
congress to be held at liuenos Ayres 
In September. Tliere is considerable 
preliminar.v woik to he done in con- 
nection with that." 

.Asked when the Me.\i''an peace con- 
ference, which ! i cet^sed liere would be 
resumed. Mr. l.ansing saiii : 

"It will lie resumed early this week, 
probably on Wednesday in New \ ork." 

With regard to Oen. Carranza's sug- 
ger.tion in the brief filed for him with 
the state department that his repre- 
sentatives would confer "wl'h anv ele 
ment" in Mexico for Ihe welfare of 
the country, there ha«e been no de- 
velopments reported. It ' Is known 
that the Suggestion, was dispatched to 
Gen. Villa, now at Juarez, but no re 
sponse from Villa has been received 
by his Washington agents. 

Administration officials who have 
been inclined to believe that a peace 
pariey between Mexican factions might 
sooii result independent of the appeal 
to the military leaders which will go 
forward from Pan-Americnn nations 
are not now so sanguine Reports from 
the City of Mexico that Dr. .Tuan .1. 
Ortega, the Guaremtilan minister there 
had been given his passports by Cen. 
Carranza and ordered to leave the 
country within twent.v-four hours were 
responstblle for this change of mind. 

Inasmuch as Guatemala is repre- 
sented in the T^tin-.'Vmerican confer- 
ence, Carranza's drastic action is re- 
garded here as indicating a disposi- 
tion of unfrieiidMness toward the con- 
ference. 

Ortega's forced departtire from Mex 
ico. together witli the (]e;)arture of .M. 
Cordoso. the Hrazilian minister at the 
City of Mexico wi!l leave in the Mex- 
ican capital no 'iiiilomatic representa- 
tives of any of the seven nations par- 
ticipating in the Mexican confer' nco

ObrPRon and 
Zapata do the same tiling for the time 
belnK, l»avinK Mexico to the restora- 
tive influences of whoever Is .selected 
by the peace conference, which will 
be held, if the plans of the (Tnlted 
States do not fall. The peace confer- 
ence wo^ld be composed of lei;ates 
representing all factions. These dele- 
gates would nominally select a man 
for providonal president, but since he 
must be agreeable to the United 
SUtea, President Wilson virtually 
would exercise veto power oyer the 
convention, accqrding to what is

It will adopt 
something in the nature of a I'latt 
amendment, under wliich the I'nited 
States will assist in creating a stable 
government in Hayti. reserving the 
right to occupy the Island in the event 
of the recurrinco of disorders, guar- 
anterin^ llayti a.^ainst outside iater- 
feronco at ilic same time. 

It is the lioiie of ;he authorities that 
tranrjuil affairs will continue, althouKh 
officials know that the TTnited States 
is not popular with a < ertain class In 
Hayti. .\diiiir:il f'aperton's handlinp; 
of the situation is generally apiirovcd 
here. 

.■Admiral Cai'i-rton advised ihc navy 
departnii'iit that ciunlitions are excel- 
lent in the island with the possible ex- 
ception of St. Marc, which is forty 
miles from Port-au-Prlnce. A force 
may be sent to St. Marc if conditions 
there warrant such action.

It is undf rstood 
that Carranza con.sidors Ortesa in the 
liKht of a "pernicious roreijjnrr." who 
has been meddling in politics. 

Carranza's ire is believed to have 
been aroused by the presence of Gua- 
temala diplomats at recent peace con- 
ferences In Washington. Mexico and 
Guatemala have not been on friendly 
terms for a number of years.

General Morgan Dies After 
Short niness.

Colonel Richard Owens, who twenty 
years at'o was one of the most prom- 
inent horscmoii racinir on liie Ketitucky 
turf, died'at St. ,losepirs liospita! Tliurs 
day morning at :{ o'cioclc. He liad been 
in for the past Mb weeks and the causa 
of his death is assigned to heart disease 

Colonel Owens was born in Lexineton 
seventy one years sl'o, and while a 
Voune man scrvod uiuler the famous 
.lohn Moriran. His comrades pronounce 
him a );allant soldier and a true friend 
lie served tiirougti tlie war in the cav- 
alry and acquitted himself with honor. 

His connection with the turf began 
with the purchase of three thoroush 
breds from John M. Clay. Atone time 
Mr. Owen's stable contained some of tin- 
most successful horses in the United 
Slates, anil because nf this anil li:s friend- 
ly nature, lie eojuyed a wide acquain- 
tance. Many romantic tales are told 
about his oonneotion with the racini; 
world, although he has not been active- 
ly connected with the turf for the past 
twenty years. 

Among the famous winners wliic'n lie 
formerly owneil were Mendelsslion, Sly 
Dance. KiirKuaii and 1 ovolcr, and many 
others of lesser note. Turfmen who re 
member Colonel Owen's connection wiih 
the lurf speak of him as a high princi- 
pled gentleman and a credit to the sport. 

Col. Owens is survived by two daugh- 
ters. Misses Mary and Issie Owens, witli 
whom lie made liis liome on Second St. 
Tlierc are sev'eral sisters: Mrs. Owen 
McKee and M iss Sail ie (Iwcns, of Rich 
monil; Mrs. Kale Clark, of Ml.

Stung in a New Place. 

A man and a woman dropped into a 
small town and put up at the best hotel.

Now Within Few Milea of Warsaw- 
Petrograd Railway — Capture Would 
Mean Taking of Enormous Army of 
Russians — Hopeful of Escape. 

i Ix>ndon, Au.^ust 3. — The fato of the 
Russian forces that have retired from 
Warsaw and its environs is hourly l>e- 
coiuing more hazardous. 

Kuulisli military iiitics Iiav<? been 
ipiu k to see a t:r' at i>eril to the Kus- 
-^i;ni forces in the news wliii-li says 
that the ("■< rmaiis have reai-lied the 
ItUK south of \\'\ .sr.kow. There Is a 
very sli'jht hope hi Id out in tile possi- 
bility that only a very small force ot 
troops has been left east of Warsaw to 
hamper tlif O' Tnian troop-, who are 
seeking to cross tlie Vi-itiilu at Pra^a 
and elsewhei-i in that locality. 

l?ut this l:i>pe is only the slightest, 
for it is well known that the Germans 
have held h< re for si-veral da>s and 
there is not much likelihood that tli'-.v 
could have been held by any but a 
considerable force. 

Wireless dispatcues from I'.erlin say 
that the Germans have occuided St^ 
rock, at tlie contluence of the Hun and 
the Narew-, and tliat tlioy have crossed 
the Hug north of Sorock and south of 
Wysrkow. This means that they are 
within five or six miles of the all-im- 
portant Warsaw to Petrograd railroad, 
which, if cut liefore the Russian troopp 
have escaped, will mean the almost 
certain envelopment and capture of as 
enormom army. 

With Serock in their possession and 
a crossing of the Bug already effected 
to the north, additional German forces 
are rapidly approachftig the Ix>mxa- 
Ostrow-Wyszkow road. This road re- 
turns in a northeasterly direction from 
Warsaw, Lomza, tho farthest remoVod 
town being seventy miles away. Tho 
Russian forces are sniiposul to have 
entered ami entrendu d themselves 
stronuly alouK this line, but even Ifj 
they are able to hold the Germans tern-; 
jiorarily. it is doiihtful it much will b«| 
Rained unless the force which alreadyj 
has dossed the Bug sbuth of Wysskow 
is hold. 

Meanwhile, the fate of tlie Novo 
Ceorgeievsl:. the Vistula forli' ss north 
of Warsaw, wliirh the Russians have 
insisted can withstand a four months* 
siege. Is none too surp. Herlin ad- 
vices say that another of the ten forts 
making up the city's deiences has 
fallen, which means but seven of them 
remain. Novo Gcorgelevsk has been 
held out as a bright spot in the gloomy 
situation that surrounds the fall of 
Warsaw, for with It still in Russian 
hands the Vistula would remain an la- 
tehmped highway for the transporter 
tion of German snppllea 

The fact in the news from Berlin 
that the Germans have gialned tho 
eaatem hank of the Vlatala near War- 
saw may indicate that the Rnsstaa 
troops on this line have been greatly 
decreased, large numbers of 'them 
moving eastward over the Petrocrad 
railway and thus being saved from 
German trap. 

Tlio German foreea tn the Argonne 
attacked with greet vigor and momen- 
tarily drove the French back te tto 
weatera portion of the forest north at 
FVmtalne Hoyette. They were driven 
trmn their conquered trenches 'very 
shortly, however' managing to retain 
only a listening post. A fllle morte 
they were more snccessfnt selxlnar a 
considerable I«gth of trenches, hut In 
the end being able to hold only thirty 
metres. 

Near Nieuport the Germans tried to 
bring down two ot the allied hydro- 
aeroplanea by firing bomba of larse 
caUbre. The artlUery sQenoed tho 
German batteries. Ot tte two ma- 
chines, one returned under Its own 
power at MOyena and the other waa 
towed wltlioat damage to the shore. 



TRAIN SERVICE IS STARTED 



Carranza Opens Railways Out of Mex- 
ico CKy; Occupies Neeola. 

Mexico City. August 9. — ^It is olB- 
dally announced that the Constitution- 
alists have occupied the mammoth 
hydraulic power plant of the Mexican 
I.,ight & Power company on the Necaxa 
in the state of Puebla. which supplies 
Mexico City, Toluca. Pachiica and oth- 
er points. 

The occupation will give protection 
to the Necaxa employes. The Car- 
ranzlstas have started train service 
out of Mexico City over several lines 
for short distances. They say they 
Intend to extend the traffic as repair* 
and military occupation continues.

Sportsmen Warned that Federal 
ReguUdioas f or Pfeotoctian of 
wad Fowl Mart Be Ob. 



With the approach of the open season 
for shooliu).' wild fowl, liie I'niied States 
Department of Agriculture is warning 
sportsmen that the Federal regulations 
as amended October 1, 1914, will be 
strictly enforced. Some misunderstaud- 
ing has arisen from the fact that the 
various State laws do not always conform 
to the Federal regulations. This is re- 
garJsd rts unfortunate but in such cases 
the Dcparimeni must insist upon the 
observance of the Federal regulations. 

The Department will consider any 
recommendations' submitted in good 
ffutb for amendment of the regulations, 
but will hold no enblio hearings thereon 
nor will it amend the regulations prior 
to October 15, 1915. It is the purpose of 
the Department to conform the regula- 
tions to the wishes of the majority of 
sportsmen so far as it can be done and 
at the same lime give wild fowl llie nec- 
essary protection. 

Federal regulations divide the United 
States into two sonaa. Zon^ No. 1, the 
breeding zone, inelades the Sutes of 
Oregon, Idaho, Colorado, Nebraska, 
"Iowa, Illinois, Indiana, Oiiio, Pennsyl- 
vania, and New .lersey, and all Slates 
north of ihem. /one No, 2. the winter- 
ing zone, includes all States south of 
those named. ' ,

The Colored Chautauqua. 

The Colored Chautauqua, which open- 
ed in this city last Wednesday morning 
«nd closed Sunday night, was the great- 
est event av«r witnessed In eolored cir- 
cles in this oommnnity. Thcrweather 
was ideal from start to finish, and large 
crowds were present mornin;:, afternoon 
and night. They came from every sec- 
tion of the counly, and some of the most 
distinguished colored eJucatois in the 
Onited States were here and lent their 
geniiu in making the Chautauqua a sig 
nal success. There' were lectures on 
soieniiflo subjects. Agriculture and 
home-building were given a great stim- 
ulus, and every leclure| leliverei', loinied 
the way to higher standards, belter 
methods, a more refined manner and 
upright living Every man who ap 
peared upon the plaiform was a master, 
and thrilled and charmed all who beard, 
both white and eolored. Many of the 
lectures were rare gems of intelleolual 
thought, and showed much study and 
research in their compilation. Aside 
from the splendid course of Hciures 
there was a good musical programme, 
both vocal and instrumental, to amuse 
and entertain the crowds. Everyiliing 
was free on the grounds, except the 
"eau" and "drinks.'^ The Chautauqua 
was financed by popular subsoription — 
largely by the white population, and 
never was money belter spent. Every 
contributor who heard any of the lec- 
tures and witnessed ihe deep interest 
taken by ihe colored people and iheir 
go^d beliavior throughout, was fully re- 
paid and more than pleased with the 
investment. One d istinguished oitixen, 
in speaking of the affair, said: "It was 
the biggest thing ever pulled off among 
the colored people of Richmond. It 
beats the fairs. Il is a great educator 
for the colored people. I contributed to 
its support this year, and I will gladly 
contribute next." There was not a rip- 
ple, of confusion to mar the occasion, 
anc* the colored Iwople are to be highly 
oommeoded for their decorum by every 
honest and intelligent person. They 
did nobly, and we are proud of them. 
We wish our colored friends success in 
every worthy enterprise. Let it be 
borne in mind, however, that it is only 
by truth, sincerity, honesty of purpose, 
and upright hvmg can we really ac- 
complish any great results in life. - We 
believe the Chitutauqna, which the col- 
ored people have Jost held, will have a 
far reaobing affeot upon the morals of 
the oommnnity and eventually result in 
much good.

Tobaeoo is fine and probably could not 
be improi^ed upon in Fleming county. 

Tobacco is above the avcraira in Bour- 
bon county, although there is no iudica- 
tion of a bumper crop. 

Clarke county's crop ia irregnhtr this 
year, some orope being topped growing 
while others are small. Present indica- 
tions are that the crop will be light. 

Tobacco in Bracken county, has never 
stopped growing, and much of it has 
J40 ' been topped. It is ahead of the usual 
257 time and cutting will be earlier' this 
year than it has been for a good many 
years. 

Much of the tobacco in Woodford 
counly, was liring before the rain of 
Friday, J uly :iOih, but will be greatly 
helped now. Some crops have bean the 
most promising in many years. In soma 
loealltiee the hail damaged tobacco to a 
great e.vtenl. 

Of the growing crop In Tennessee all 
reports indicate only a moderate growth 
and from the outlook at present tne crop 
on the bill does not promise tobeattrac 
tive, though weather conditions may 
change this In a: few days, and like last 
year what is.aow considered a poor proe 
pect may change to a good one. 

Fairly good rains proved a great bene- 
fil to tobacco in Montgomery counly, 
which was greatly in need of moisture. 
The crop, especially the late, is very 
backward and does not seem to be doing 
much good, but there is yet ample time 
to make a good crop. A large acreage 
of llie early planted has l)een topped. 
The crop is looking fine, and witli sea- 
sonable weather should make a good 
yield. While the hot sunshine did in- 
jure some tobacco, and the crop is back 
ward, yet taken as a whole the outlook 
ia fairly good.

Text ef the Lasaon, i Kings xii, 2S-83. 
Mstnory Verses^ 28, 29 Oeldaa Text. 
Ex. XX, 4, Ba — Cemmantary Prepared 

by Rev. D. M. Steams. 

When we hear Jeroboam saying In 
bis heart, "Now shall the kingdom re- 
turn to the house of David, * * * tliey 
shall kill me and go again to Rebo- 
boam, king of Jndah" (versea ao. 27), 
and remember tbat God bad said to 
bim If he would walk In His ways and 
do right In Ills sight. He would be with 
him and bulld him a sure liouse (li, 37, 
38), we cannot see aiij- evidence in 
Jeroboam of any faitli lu God or any 
lieart for Him. When he took counsel 
and made the calves of gold and set 
them up at Bethel and Dan for I.srael 
to worshlii, saying, "Behold thy gods, 
O Israel, which brought thee up out of 
the land of Kgypt" (verses 28, 29), he 
proved himself an Idolator and a liar 
and a true ehild of the devil. He pre- 
ferred his o\vn way to God's way, 
darkness rather than light, the service 
of the devil rather than that of God. 
His sacrilices and his feasts, his altar 
and his incense, were all the device 
of his own heart (verse 33), and It Is 
written of him again ^nd again through 
all the story of the ten tribes, "Jero- 
boam, the son of Xebat, who made 
Israel to sin." He never turned from 
his evil way, but did worse and worse, 
and after reigning twenty-two years he 
died and was succeeded by his son 
Nadab, who followed in bis 'father's 
footsteps (xlv, 20; xv, 25, 2G). Beho- 
boam reigned In Judah seventeen 
years, but he also did evil In the sight 
of the Ix)rd, and led the people into 
Idolatry aud into all the abominations 
of the nations which the Lord cast out 
before the children of Israel (xlv, 21- 
24). 

This Is a story of long ago, but is be- 
ing repeated on all sides before our 
eyes to<lay. and as truly as the time 
came when both tiie ten tribes aud the 
two tribes went into captivity for their 
sins, so the time will come, is even 
"now drawing near, when the Lord will 
spue out of His mouth the professing 
church because of her sins and set up 
His kingdom of righteousness and 
peace on this earth (Rev. lil. 14-22). 
The church, the company of believers, 
is expcctetl to represent Jesus Christ 
on this earth, as Israel was expected 
to represent the Loal God of Israel; 
to walk in His ways and do right iu 
His sight From the l>eglnning God 
has wrought by His Si>lrit and His 
word and His own power. Tlius He 
create<I all things in the beginning, and 
thus He restored all things after the 
catastfophe (Gen. 1. 1; 11. 3; Ps. x.\-xiil. 
(T). In all the history of Israel He re- 
decniccl. He fe^. He guided. He Pai»l 
to His aiwstles, "It Is not ye that 
speak, but the Spirit of your Father 
which speaketh in you" (Matt, x, 20). 
It is written of Steplien, "They were 
not able to resist tlie wisdom and the 
Spirit by which he spake" (Acts vL 10). 

When we consider the worldly abom- 
Inatlons which are found In the 
chnrchea of cor day and the false 
teaching, auch aa the denial of the vir- 
gin birth, the deity of COiriat. ^Is 
▼Icarlona atonement (Hia anlferlng for 
onr alna in oar atead), Hia literal resur- 
rection frtMn the dead, present ministry 
of intercession for His i>eopIe, and 
coming again for His own and later 
with /His own to set op His Ungdom. 
does It not seem aa if many of the 
leaden of onr day are, with their In- 
creased light, worse in theic Idolatry 
and unlwlief tlian wwe Jeroboam and 
Rehoboam? In all ages God has bad 
His own faithful ones, though always 
only a few comparatively. One day aa' 
JerolKMim stood by his altar at Bethd 
to burn incense there came a man of 
God ont of Jndah with a message from 
the I-ord, and he said that one would 
come from the house David, called Jo- 
slah. who would burn the bones of the 
false prlest.4 upon that altar; and as a 
sign that It would lie so the altar was 
then rent and the ashes scattered. 

Jeroboam attempted to lay hold of 
the man of God, but his hand dried 
up. and he could not draw it back 
again nntll the man of God prayed for 
him. Then he asked the man of God 
to go home wltb bim tbat he might re* 
fresh Urn with food and give him a 
rewazd;. bat lie replied tbat lie waa 
charged by the Lord not to do this. 
Shortly after this an old prapliet of 
Bethel, who had been told by Ms sons 
of this incident, saddled Ida ass and 
found the man of God alttlng nnder 
an oak and Invited him home, bat the 
man of God replied as he did to Jero- 
boam. Then the old prophet said that 
an angd bad told him to come for 
lilm and to bring Iiim home. (But flw 
old man lied.) To this the man of God 
yielded and went home with the old 
pxQpliet. As they sat at table a atrange 
message came through the old prophet, 
which was fulfilled when the man of 
God left bis bouse, for a lion met bim 
and killed him. but did not eat him 
and did not harm tbe ass on wliich he 
rode. This story is folly recorded In 
I Kings zIIL Tbe fnlfiilment of the 
man of God's prediction some 800 
years later is found in 11 Kings xxUL 
Aa to the death of the man of God for 
disobedience X have often' wondered 
If fanl had it in mind when be wrote 
GaL I, 8. 0. According to those words 
there are pi&y who an under tbat 
corse becaoae tiiey-do not preach the 
simple gospeL We* moat bear only 
What God the Lord has «nid (Ps. Ixxxr,. 
10 and be deaf to all else.

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NECESSITY FOR CO-OPERATiON 



First Step ShetiW Be to Provide Ways 
and MeaiM of Placing a Good Sum 
of Money in the Treasury of Our 
Assoelatlon— Must Have Faith In 
the EfRcienoy of Organization.

Mr. President and 'Fellow Tobacco 

Growers: 

I am glad to be with you to-day, to 
Bee if we can not, by taking common 
council, work out some plan or policy 
that will benefit the man who by his 
toil or investment in land produces 
white buiiey tobacco. I feel honored 
by being asked by your president and 
committee for an expression of opin- 
ion. .\s you have other speakers of 
greater practical experience upon this 
very complex subject than myself, I 
will be brief and to the point with 
niy remarks, which you -will under- 
stand are tentative and in the way of 
suggestions. 

Necessity for Co-operation. 

As I look into the strong, earnest 
faces of you meni. who for years have 
given of your thought, vitality and 
Buhstanee for the betterment of your 
own and your neighbors' condition, a 
realising sense of the sacrifice you 
bave made comes over me. 

I am fully sensible of the many dis- 
appointments, the heart burnings and 
bitternesses engendered in mutual mis- 
understandings and evidences of ap- 
parent bad faith On many sides. But 
we must never lose slight of the fact 
that the bigger the undertaking, the 
greater the reslstence, which makes 
for friction both in the domain of na- 
ture and the affairs of men. Scien- 
tists and astronomers tell us that the 
flame of the blazing meteors we see 
shooting through the heavens is 
caused by the friction those metallic 
bodies make in their reslstence 
-against the air. This proposition we 
are undertaking to work out inpresses 
me as the biggest and most difficult 
of any that I have ever , known. The 
mere bulk, or literal bigness of it is 
almost enough to discourage us at the 
outset. Then when we get Into it we 
discover many whirlpools of conflict- 
ing Interests, which must be avoided 
and safely passed before success is 
possible. We have not only disturbing 
factors from within to be dealt with 
ainongst ourselves and to be recon- 
ciled, but we have a most powerfully 
equipped enemy , with brains and 
money, watching and waiting for us on 
the outside. So, If animosities, hard 
feelings and nntaRonisms have been 
stirred up ainonsst ourselves from 
Within, I solemnly urge and warn you 
that they must ibe suppressed and con- 
trolled or all our past, toil and sacri- 
fice is lost and our cause hopeless. 
Remember also that every good gen- 
eral knows that there are several ways 
of capturing a fortress besides by open 
storm and assault. The easiest way Is 
by sowing seeds of discord and dissen- 
tion within. 

So, when we feel particularly irri- 
tated against a friend or neighbor, 
bear this in mind, and be patient and 
steadfast, and hold only in view the 
goal w« aspire to reach. Be encour- 
aged by the thought and the fact that 
we Iiave made a good start. For the 
full and satisfactory transaction of our 
own business we need huge ware- 
houses properly planned and located 
we have them in abundance; we are 
dominant stockholders in a large per 
cent of them. It is also a good thing 
to have our own manufacturing plant, 
which we have anticipated and pro- 
▼ld« for. In fact, as I see it, we have 
practically all the material equipment 
necessary for a successful and pros- 
perous management of our own bus- 
iness, if through passion and Intoler 
•nee we do not throw it away. We 
need in this great business of ours 
every man and every corporation of 
our own, all working together, in 
spired by the same view and purpose 
Let this thought sink into your minds 
and souls, it Is hopeless failure if we 
do not work together for the good of 
one and all. Do you realize that we 
are here to talk co-operation? We 
should discuss that and the practical 
methods to foster and promote our 
needful and legitimate ends, at this 
meeting to-day, and nothing else. If 
we Indulge in abuse, we cripple our- 
selves. Let us refresh our memories 
by repeating a time-old. fable on this 
subject of co-operation, which we have 
heard and doubtless forgotten for the 
time. In the long ago, a wise old man 
lay dying. He was possessed of a very 
large estate. He also had a large fam- 
ily of boys, now grown to manhood, 
w-ho were strong in body, mentally vig- 
orous, yet each was self-willed and in- 
clined to act alone for. and by, him- 
self. Now this wise old man lay think- 
ing hard, on bis dying bed, deeply dis 
tressed in mind, because he loved his 
boys and tie feared and well knew 
that at his death their splendid inher- 
itance would not last them long by 
reason of their lack of unison of ac- 
tion, and that they would in time suf- 
fer want. So he told them lo gather 
him some slender sticks or fagots. He 
then said, tie them together in a bun- 
dle. When that was done he called 
them all around him and said he would 
leave all his property to the one who 
could break the bundle of sticks in 
twain. He gave it first to tbe oldest 
son, who was the biggest, strongest 
and most domineering. He strained 
and struggled and finally gave it up. 
The rest all tried to break It, but with 
the same result. The old man .then 
ordered tbe bundle to be untied and in 
his own feeble old hands broke each 
seitarate stick. He said, my children, 
this was- merely to show you that it 
you are all bound together (as were 
these sticks) by the ties of unselflsh- 
nesB, brotherly love and intelligent co- 
operation and consideration of one for 
another in managing this fine iHt>p- 
srty, 1 can pass on with an easy mind, 
for I know the disintegrating forces on 
the outside can not break you. Breth- 
ren, so it is with us. To soBceed in 
the accomplishment of this great plan 
we must tie ourselves together. 

I remind myself somewhat of the 
newly-elected Congressman who was 
very ambitious to make his mark and 
win hiB spurs. He thought the best 
way to do it vas to aiU-act it- 
tention to fcis ctiinf 
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making a toycetni ana atranng speecn. 
Uncle Joe jOannon was then t^e pre- 
siding ofllfcer of tbe House, and he 
asked the, old gentleoum, afterwards, 
what he Xhougbt of Ills affort. The 
old fellow replied: "Well, young man, 
you said many thlnsa that were new 
and man j.fhings that were trae; bat 
the thing^^ Out w«te new were not 
true, and the iblngs tkat were true 
were not new." So, my friends, in 
discussing this vexed and opmplex 
subject, I do it with great herttation, 
not to say rduetance. I feel that abler 
men. who i^bre financially inter- 
ested than mysc^ have laAored and 
given their strengUi and grown heart- 
sick over It. 

I must tell yon that for myself, see- 
ing no prospects for -better prices be- 
yond six or seven cents, I have de- 
cided to raise no tobacco next year. 
My acreage this season will not ex- 
ceed seven or eight acres. But my 
interest in the welfare of my friends 
and neighbors and -all the growers in 
the barley belt compels me to meet 
with you to-day to exchange Ideas and 
to lay before you what ideas I have 
acquired in thinking over the sitna- 
tlon. 

It is obvious and safe to assume 
that a big percentage of the growers 
have some, faith and hope in the effi- 
ciency of organization, or else we 
would not be here. It seems to me 
that we have made appreciable prog- 
ress through the disappointing years 
of apparent failure. At least the 
ground has 'been broken and we should 
be able to secure some new light on 
the dark and tangled problem from 
the mistakes of the past. 

I think that our first step should be 
to provide ways and means of placing 
a good sum of money in the treasury 
of our association for organization 
purposes. As you know, battles in 
these modem times are never under- 
taken on an empty treasury. It is 
obvious to my mind that the organiza- 
tion can not be effective or secure sat- 
isfactory results for the growers in 
the way of better prices unless it has 
stability and permanence in the con- 
tinued and uninterrupted and unremit- 
ting efforts of its officers. They must 
be continually on the job. Victory can 
not be attained if the officers of the 
organization are spasmodic, no matter 
how much zeal and enthusiasm you 
Inject into it periodically, every now 
and then. The price of success in busi- 
ness, like that of liberty, is "eternal 
vigilance." 

Now, my friends, to put the idea 
plainly and concretely, it seems to me 
that it must be clear to you, that you 
must recognize the necessity by this 
time of having a few men, a commit- 
tee, acting as your agents, of your 
own selection, to manage for you the 
marketing of your own product. Thi.-; 
small committee should be composed 
of men of the highest character and 
integrity of purpose. It goes without 
saj-ing that they must be successful 
business men and recognized experts 
and handlers of tobacco. You must 
realize that it Is not humanly possible 
to secure the full time of these train- 
ed and able men without compensa- 
tion. I do not doubt that there are 
men who would serve from motives 
of philanthropy, if they could afford 
to indulge themselves, but they can 
not and it is not to be expected. 

If you are really in earnest about 
organizing and co-operating and wish 
to secure for yourselves first-class 
business ability to sell your products, 
the money to pay for that service 
could be easily raised by agreeing to 
assess yourselves, say 1-10 of one per 
cent on the sale of your crop. I un- 
derstand that 250,000.000 pounds were 
raised last season. Suppose, for argu- 
ment, your agents, your executive 
committee, could secure an average 
for you of 10 cents, that would mean 
$25,000,000. One-tenth of 1 per cent 
would be $25,000 for your treasury. 
On a crop of ten acres of 1,000 pound-s 
to the acre, at ten cents a pound, it 
would mean to the grower $1,000. He 
would assess himself one-tenth of 1 
per cent, or $1. Do you not think any 
man would cheerfully pay $1 to make 
or save $300, the difference between 
7-cent tobacco and 10-cent tobacco? 

Now what would be the duties of 
your president and his executive 
staff? Every pound of the tobacco of 
the organization should pass through 
their hands. They would first estab- 
lish a standard or recognized fixed 
grades of tobacco. Having the ab- 
solute sale of all the tobacco, they 
would dispose of certain grades, or 
all grades, that in their judgment 
brought their full value. The grades 
that did not bring their value would 
be rejected and put isto winter order 
and held for a better pric^e. This com- 
mittee should verify the impressiom 

hat iixlsts that it could secure foi 
the owners of the rejected tobacco 
60 per cent of the approximated value 
from the I-'ederal Reserve Boar4, so 
there would be no harttehip worked 
upon land owner or tenant. In addi- 
tion to grading, the time consumed 
in the selling of a year's crop is a 
big factor and could be more ad- 
vantageously arranged. The seller is 
at a great disadvantage, and frequent- 
ly sells at great sacrifice, in rush- 
ing the year's output on the brakes 
In a few months and accepting what 
Is hurriedly offered him on a con- 
gested, not to say glutted market. 
Any manufacturer who auctioned off 
without reserve his entire yearly out- 
put to the highest bidder iu a limited 
number of days would soon go broke. 
The Executive Committee would indi- 
cate the exact *iuantity that would 
be brought up eaclv,day from the va- 
rious counties or districts, each man 
could unload his crop on schedule 
time and return promptly to his home, 
thus avoiding expense and tedious 
delays and of remaining in the city 
over night. One such saving alone 
would more than pay his «m»B»T as- 
sessment. 

The manner of the election of your 
president and his executive board 
(which shoold have tbe smallest pos- 
sible membership consistent with el- 
fielency) should be thoroughly and en- 
tirely democratic. S^very farm grow- 
ing a crop should have a full oppor- 
tunity to express Its opinion and sat- 
tefactorlly voice that opinion with 
its vote. The growers of each coun- 
ty should hold a convention and by 
Individual vote decide among them- 
selves who they wanted for presi- 
dent and executive iSembers. They 
could then select and Instruct their 
delegates for the general convention 
which would represent the entire bur^ 
ley district. At that mass convention 
the man receiving the largest number 
of votes for presidant wonld be elect 
ed — the same thing apj 
members of tbft 
order to hsAre 
quieUy respoi 
they codid be 
subject to recall npoi 
qnest of 76 per cent 
of the organization, or 81 'ptir cent, if 
you deem it better. 

Another feature to be considered by 
vonr Executive Board is the estab- 




lishment of Farmers . Co-operative 
Warehouses. Quite a block of stock 
in most of the warehouses is held 
by the farmers. I am a stockholder 
myself and would willingly vote my 
stock in that company for a board 
of directors who would ravor the pol- 
icy of making it a growers co-opera- 
tive warehouse. It would be tne job 
of your executive committee to see 
all of the farmers who are stockhold- 
ers in warehouses, to get their proxies 
and to vote in a board who were fa- 
vorable to that policy. I do not feel 
that it is necessary to dwell at 
length or in detail to you upon the 
advantages to the grower of having 
warehouses controlled by yourselves 
and you receiving first consideration. 
If it were not for you and your crops 
there would be no warehouses, and 
where you are also a stockholder in 
addition you should certainly make 
your wishes and needs felt. 

Now, my friends, I am coming to a 
feature that sliould be approached and 
handled with the utmost prudence and 
wisdom. I think it essential that you 
eventually consider the control of the 
acreage of tobacco to be grown. To 
my mind that will prove your most 
difTicult problem, and should not be at- 
tempted until you have demonstrated 
to yourselves that you are capable as 
a body of cohesion and of carrying out 
certain definite and fixed policies. If 
you first succeed in that, then the con- 
fidence and faith and trust in each oth- 
er, born of that triumph, will enable 
you to travel this long step forward, 
which if successful will prove a great 
blessing, but if it falls or miscarries 
will be a curse. 

In reviewing the general and aver- 
age prices that have prevailed upon 
the tobacco market for the past fif- 
teen years, I think It U a safe state- 
ment to say that as a whole we to- 
bacco growers have not made more 
than wages or a living price, if we 
exclude the three years immediately 
following the cut-out. That is the 
only movement oh the part of the 
farmers that the tobacco trust -really 
fears and dreads, but It is to be 
equally dreaded by us unless we first 
prepare ourselves by the self-disci- 
pline of successful organization to 
take It up in an enlightened, self-con- 
trolled and lawful manner. In this 
connection, and at this point, I can 
not refrain from saying that I think 
the land owners of the Blue Grass 
region have frittered away their birth- 
right for a mess of pottage in direct- 
ing their efforts and attention almost 
exclusively, or at least so extensively, 
to the growing of tobacco. I will 
state something that you all know, 
but that you seem to have forgotten — 
that this little spot or section of 
country is the most favored and pe- 
culiarly adapted for the most perfect 
growth and development of ail breeds 
of live stock by reason of soil condi- 
tions and climate of any section on 
this entire continent. Friends and fel- 
low farmers, I believe that God 
Almighty intended these few blessed 
counties of the Blue Grass to be the 
nursery from which to svijiply all the 
rest of the continent with all pedi- 
greed live stock. This is the spot, 
the fountainhead, so to speak, where 
each breed of all the domesticated 
animals so essential and necessary 
for the comfort and pleasjre of man 
can be made to attain perfection upon 
the least possible cost and effort. In 
fact It is so easy it has been our un- 
doing. We have frequently folded our 
hands and left it all to nature, with 
the result that even the arid but pro- 
gressive West has taken from ns our 
unquestioned prerogative. 

1 ask you men who are here pres- 
ent to go back with me for the past 
fifteen or twenty years and contrast 
in your mind's eye the condition of 
your farm, and pocket books, if your 
farms had been given over to fine cat- 
tle, hogs, sheep, horses, alfalfa, clo- 
ver, soy beans and blue grass; the 
magnificent woodlands preserved, 
which ^e emblematical of a thought- 
ful, contented and prosperous people 
— the soil fertility conserved, and the 
whole landscape breathing richness 
and abundance. Instead, we have un- 
sightly and in many instances dilapi- 
dated 'tobacco bams, woodlands de- 
stroyed and Impoverished looking 
farmes to mar the view. We have as 
a result of twenty years* sweat and 
toil in growing unlimited tobacco, a 
legacy of poorer farms and the strife 
and turmoil of trade conditions. 

I do not want yon to infer for a mo- 
ment that I do not consii^er It wise 
or profitable for ns to raise a certain 
amount of tobacco. It is, of course, 
with us Vite one big cash crop. Just as 
cotton is to the fanners of the South. 
Our neighlwrs of the South are snt- 
fering now from the many economic 
evils of a one-crop system. It would 
be, in my opinion, an incalculable ca- 
lamity if our section of the country 
should be beguiled into the same er^ 
ror. By successful organization and 
complete co-operation on the part of 
the growers. I do not think It vision- 
ary to hope to avoid that evil, by all 
of the growers organizing to nnUorm- 
ly limit or scale their acreage. So 
a further duty of yonr Executive {Com- 
mittee shall be to make a coinplete list 
or inventory of the acreage of each 
farm in the white hurley belt, and to 
submit a carefnlly workisd out plan to 
your organization for its most earnest 
and thoughtful consideration. 

To arrive at this result in an intel- 
ligent manner, the committee should 
ascertain from a carefol examination 
and stndy of the Federal reports the 
amount of tobacco and stock in the 
bands of the manufacturers, and the 
amount held in reserve by the farm- 
ers and speculators. From that data 
the total acreage necessary to pro- 
duce enough tobacco for the next 
year's eonimmption could be lifted, 
and the acreage tor tillage pro-rated 
among the growers. The owner of 
each farm to be notified what his pro- 
rata acreage for the raiking or tillage 
of tobacco for each year shall be. 
The acreage assigned to eac|t farm to 
be figured out on a fair and equitable 
basis to all. according to th^ size or 
exact acreage of each Individual farm 
in the whlt6 burley belt. In this way 
the tobacco production for each year 
can be figured in adrance. The land 
owner can cultivate a smaller acreage, 
yet secure larger cash net resulU. 
thereby conserving tbe fertility of his 
land. Coincident with the perfecting 
of this organization your committee 
should be establishing a similar organ- 
ization in the white burley belt of Ten- 
nessee. Virginia and North Carolina. 
It must be obvious that the more to- 
bacco yon raise, under existing condi- 
tions, the poorer you will be. By rais- 
ing an unlimited acreage you not only 
lower the price of tobacco, but at the 
same time you are fast exhansting 
your soil. 

I have endaavocpd to state concise- 
ly what could be. accomplished by or- 
ganization and co-operation within the 
confines of the state. 

Another moat important thing, in 
iST ludgment is that your president 



and executive committee snouia xeep 
themselves fully informed of what 
transpires at Washington in the way 
of Federal legislation bearing on this 
subject which so vitally affects your 
interests and your prosperity. 

As a concrete example I will illus- 
trate with one case of record. If you 
will permit me, I will quote in full 
the comment In the Washington Bu- 
reau of the United States To)>acco 
Journal, published in New York City, 
of date July 6, 1915, quoting: "Grad- 
uated Tax Amendment Defeated Again. 
Guillotine Hitchcock Thereupon Bolu 
Democratic Caucus. Senator O'Oor 
man of New York Joins the Tobacco 
Trad* Bxecntioners." 

"Washington, D. C. 

July 2. 1913. 
"Senator Hitchcock's amend- 
ment proposing a graduated tax 
on the output of tobacco facto- 
ries was defeated In the Demo- 
cratic caucus of the Senate to- 
day by a vote of 23 to 13. Hav- 
ing been defeated before the 
Democrats of the Finance Com- 
mittee some weeks ago, ] Senator 
Hitchcock took the amendmutt 
before the Democratic eancus, but 
lost. He will press tbe amend* 
ment before the Senato when the 
tariff bill la op for disenssion. 

"Debate over the amendment 
constuned parts of .the sessions 
of the caucus of two days. Tues- 
day afternoon and Wednesday 
morning. It was perhaps the 
most long-^rawn-oat ot tbe din- 
cusslons over the tariff, with the 
exception perhaps of ' the sugar, 
and wood schedules. Senator 
Hitctaeoek • was • so disgruntled 
over the rejection by the canens- 
ot bis amendment that be -left 
the caucus in a haft. 

"The Nebraska Senator made a 
lengthy statement to the cancus 
in bebalt ot bis amei|dment. cov- 
ering the features ot the amend- 
ment which he bad previonaly 
discussed In the Senate wben bo- 
first proposed it. He was snp- 
ported by Senators' Kem of In- 
diana and O'Gorman ot New 
York, while Senators Bryan ot 
Florida, James of Kentucky, Oore 
of Oklahoma and Simmons' of 
North Carolina, the latter Chair- 
man ot the Finance Committee, 
opposed the amendment. Sonar 
tor Hitchcock did not offer bis 

second amendment, which pro- 
vides a graduated tax on all cor- 
porations over a certain figure. 
Senator Hitchcock was seen after 
the caucus by a representative of 
the United States Tobacco Jour- 
nal, but dec-lined to dlscuss the 
matter ^in any w-ay 

"The proponents of the tobacco 
tax argued that it was a revenue 
producer and properly belonged to 
a tarlBf bill w iiich was for the 
purpose of raising revenue. They 
also pointed out that it was de- 
signed to check the operations of 
the trust and had been favored 
by the Attorney (Jeneral. 

"The opposition took the ground 
that the idea of taxing any in- 
dustry out of existence was a 
new principle and should be thor- 
oughly considered apart from a 
tariff bill. As it was a trust 
measure, they declared that if it 
was applied to the tobacco trust 
it should apply to all trusts, and 
was therefore class legislation 
as directed against one industry 
only. They also asserted that'the 
trust question ought not to be 
injected into the tariff. The de- 
sire was also apparent to pre- 
vent the bill from being loaded 
down with all sorts of amend- 
ments. 

"It is reported that Senator 
Hitchcock was so angry over the 
rejection of bis amendment that 
he threatened to bolt the caucus. 
Several of his friends are work- 
ing with him to prevent a bolt, 
for the Democrats have no votes 
to spare on the larllT bill. The 
large vote for the amendment in 
the caucus shows it to be more 
popular than was supposed." 
You will observe that this bill, 
which came before the Democratic 
Senate caucus July 2, 1913, framed in 
behalf of you growers of Kentucky 
and aimed at the Tobacco Trust, was 
drawn by a Democratic Senator — from 
where? I-Tom Nebraska, in wljich 
state there is not a pound of tobacco 
grown for the market. It was killed 
in caucus by only five votes. I am 
informed that the then .attorney Gen- 
eral McReynolds considered this bill 
constitutional, and approved it, as it 
is on the same principle as that of the 
graduated Federal Income Tax meas- 
ure. It is a matter of record that the 
question of constitutionality did not 
bar these Senators from voting for 
this income tax. 

The courts have confessed them- 
selves incapable of breaking up the 
tobacco trust. Yet, by reasons of the 
provisions in this Hitchcock bill that 
any company having 25 per cent of 
the stock of another company, or hav- 
ing one-third of the directors of an- 
other company, which is the case with 
the companies comprising the tobacco 
trust, this graduated Federal excise 
tax would have imposed annually 
upon that trust many millions of dol- 
lars, which sum would also not only 
go towards easing yoirr burdens of 
taxation, but would prove a very pow- 
erful factor for a genuine dissolution 
of the trust. Why should that sura 
of money be permitted to be taken 
from you growers to go to swell the 
abnormal profits of the trust? 

As a Democratic administration was 
forced by the extraordinary condi- 
tions of the times to levy a war tax 
to maintain Its internal revenue, this 
measure would appear to be one of 
the least obnoxlons forms of extra 
taxation. 

However, It is not within the prov- 
ince of this discussion to get into 
the realm of politics and least of all 
do I wish to appear to raise against 
any one the question of honesty, cour- 
age, constructive statesmanship and 
loyalty to the interests of the great 
common people, which is the bedrock 
foundation of true democracy. 

Gentlemen, I do believe that a wise, 
forceful and honest committee of your 
own could greatly serve your interest 
at home knd abroad.

England this i 
day, in cionseqnence of tbe fallnre to 
Obtain a pledge from Germany as to 
the observance of Belgian neutrality, 
declared war on Germany and Ger- 
many in turn declared war on Elnj^and. 
Italy refused to Join Germany. Ger- 
man forces attempted to surpclscf tbe 
forts at Liege, which barred tbe way 
from Germany Into Belgium. 

On Aug. 4, therefore, war existed as 
between Servia and Austria. Germany 
and Itussia, Germany and France.

Uke a bolt out 
of tbe <;Iear iky tlie German attack 
fell on Belgltmi, mC to the astonish- 
ment of tlie world the Belgian forces 
defended their ground. .For tlireodays 
the Belgians withstood tba. ■»n«'*'Tg*'t 

of Von Bmmlph's troops, and on Ang. 
11 tbe Germans gave up the attempt 
to carry the Liege forts by storm and 
proceeded to pass into Belgian ter- 
ritory out of range of tbe guns of 
Liege. Liege Itself had been oecnpled 
by German forces wl^ bad managed 
to dash Into tba place betwemi the 
forts on the 6th. 

Tbe Bel Brians bad socceeded In hold- 
ing back tbe first onrush of tbe Ger- 
mans sufficiently long to enable tbe 
French to come tip, snd on Aug. 9 tbe 
mobile aruty of the Belgians, which 
had fallen back from IJege. was en- 
abled to form' a Juncture with the 
French forces. It was on Aug. 8 that 
the first of tbe Britisb forces were 
landed on French aoO, and these Bri^ 
ish troops wera hurried toward tbe 
Belgian frontier. Tbe German plan 
called for a quick drive at tbe heart 
of France before Rnsalsn mobilisation 
could be elEected and then a turn 
about and a cmsblng blow on tbe osst- 
ern frontiar before tbe Rna^cs could 
be tesdy.

Luuus from Kast I'russla seized hLalicz, 
in Uu.ssiau I'oland, .-Vug. 3, and ou tbe 
9th .\ustrian Invaders from Gallcla 
drove the Huwsiaus beyond Lublin, 
north. Ou the 2tilb the Ku.->siau army 
was marching south against Lemberg. 
capital of the .Xu-'^triai. proviuc»- of Ga- 
licia. By the end of .-iugust a Itussian 
column which entered Fast I'russia 
from Wllna anil Warsaw had been de- 
stroyed in a live days' battle around 
Allcnsteiu and Tanuenberg. This re- 
verse in tbe north was counterbal- 
anced by sweeping IJussluu successes 
in Gallcla, where Lemberg was taken 
Sept. 3 and tbe Austrians driven back 
on Cracow. In the north tlie Germans 
ventured into Itussia, but were defeat- 
ed at Augustowo. In October the Ger- 
mans advanced on Warsaw through 
Poland, but wei-e driven back to Ger- 
man soil. In November tbe Russians 
advanced to German soil, but at the 
close of the year the Germans were 
again within two days' march of War- 
saw. Cracow, however, was under siego 
and Prxemysl surrounded by Russians. 

In October the Germans who had re- 
mained in Belgium captured .\ntwerp 
and marched to the channel coast at 
Ostend. During the month the I-'rench 
swung their left flank northward, and 
throughout November and December 
there was continuous tigbtiug all along 
the line from Verdun, in northeastern 
Fraiue, to the Ypres canal, in south- 
western Belgium, Zeppelins and Britisb 
and French biplanes and other air craft 
taking pare 

a naval preliminary to advance orar- 

land upon Constantinople. 

A new and highly dramatic aspect 
was given to the war in .March when 
the allies assembled the powerful fleet 
at the western entrance to the I>urda- 
nelles and prepared to force a passage 
through the Turkish forts along shore. 
Tbe ships were expected to silence the 
mHin forts and co-operate with land 
ti^ops which wonld march on Con- 
stantinople. The vast enterprise for 
the conquest of Constantinople Was an- 
noonced as a desperate efTort to open 
tbe southern seas to Russia for the 
purpose of getting in war supplies and 
munitions. In tbe February attack 
tbe forts at the entrance had been sl- 

At the beginning of 1915 the sltus- 
tlon on the several battle fronts was 
as follows: The Germans o<'cupied ali 
of Belgium except a district iu the 
southwest comer. Their rijjht flank 
rested on the British chauuel near Nieu- 
port. J'rom this point the opposing 
German and allied Hues ran in a gen- 
eral direction south, pas.sln;; through 
or near Ypres, Belgium, uud Lille, Ar- 
ras, Peronne to Noyon. all in France. 
At Noyon the lines bent eastward, past 
Soissons to Rheims, Verdun, thence 
southeastward past Nancy (French) to 
the Vosges mountains, from where a 
direct southward stretch of 100 miles 
carried it to the border of Switzerland, 
partly- on French and partly on Ger- 
man soil (Alsace). Oa this line ot ap- 
proximately 400 miles as the trenches 
lay there were aboet l.B0a000 French. 
860,000 Britisb and 90,000 Belgians. 
Tlie Britisb and Belgians were on tbe 
allied left flank In Belgium and near 
tbo border. Tbe French held tbe line 
from near Lille to tbe Swiss border. 

Both sides were Intrenched. The 
new year opened with flgtattanr^ueeiMl 
Nlenport, the Germans being tlie ag- 
gressors. On the allied right, particu- 
larly in Alsace, along tbe Vosges and 
around Kolmar, tbe Fmcta took tbe 
Initiative On tbe eastern front tbe 
Germans wera within twoity-ftve 
mBes 'of Warsaw, Poland, sjid were 
making desperate efforts to control tbe 
passes on tbe Bsura and Rawa riven. 

In Galleia tbe Rnasians abandoned 
their long siege of Cracow and began 
a second attempt to invade Hungary 
through tbe passes of the Carpathians. 
Tbe strength of the armies on tbe 
whol • eastern front waB probably 1.000,- 
000 on each side. In front of Warsaw 
both armies were strongly intrenched. 
In the Caucasus the Russians claimed 
to t>e overcoming the Turks. Germany 



A Blow at Constantinople. 

On the 19th of February the large 
fleet of allied ships made a desperate 
attempt to force entram e throuiih Dar- 
danelles strait toward < 'onsiautlnople. 
Bombardment was kept up tw-o days 
and resumed on the '2.'>tb w-lthout Im- 
portant results. ThU was intended for 

we^ wben the Germans captured Les 
Bparges, on tbe Mease, and recaptured 
ficom tbe French Hartmannsweiler- 
feopf, in tbe Voages mountains. B^ir- 
tbetmore, tbe Germans repulsed a des- 
perate attack by tbe allies on tbe Tprea 
canal and c r oas td tbat barrier to tbe 
west side. In tbis engagement the al- 
lleo were overcome by asphyxiating 
gas .let loose iqwn them by their foes. 
For two daya tbe battle raged at Tpreii. 
evorjrwbere to tbe advantage of the 
Germans, who broke up tbe allies' sa- 
lient, seizing and holding tbree miles 
depth on a Ave mOe front. 

Tbe month of May. which had been

lenced, tba fleet was well Inside of tba 
strait, and the prospect was so favor- 
able by the middle of March tbat tbe 
British admiral promised to be In tbe 
Turkish capital on Easter day. April 4. 
But tbe aUpa of the allies were rough- 
ly handled wben tliey faced tbe forts 
at the Narrows. 

Here on tbe IStb of Mareb the Brit- 
lab battleships Irresistible and Ocean 
and tbe French tiattieship Bouvet were 
sunk by Tnrkisb mines or shells from 
tbe forts.

This disaster acted 
as a stop to naval operations at the 
Dardanelles.

Italy Attacks AnstrU. 

June 1 the British army casualties 
had reached 258,009, over 50,000 being 
killed. Neither the French nor British 
took advantage of tbe German al>sorp- 
tion In Galicla to press Its line in 
Prance. French artillery bombarded 
tbe Germans at Arras and in southern 
Alsace, but their infantry scored no 
anbstantlai advance until the 23d, when 
they occupied the position near Arras 
known as the Labyrinth. 

Italy's long expected entrance into 
the conQlct as au enemy to (lermany 
took place May 23 by a declaration of 
war against Austria-Hungary. The 
fighting strength of this new belliger- 
ent was 3,5<X).000 men. Hostilities be- 
gan on the '2.%th, Austrian naval and 
air ships attacking the Italian coast 
and Italian troops seizing Austrian ter- 
ritory across the northern border. Ita- 
ly's primary object, as disclosed by her 
avowals and methods, was to extend 
ber borders east and north. Early in 
June Italian troops fon-ed a passage 
over the river Isouzo in an advance to- 
ward Trieste, capturing Monfalcone, 
an Important strategic town northwest 
of Trieste. 

War Zones and Hentral Bi^ta. 

Early In tbe year tbe attotflae of tbo 
wlMte world waa focused opon the 
poaatbUlty of new complications In- 
volving neutral countries, but mora 
particularly the United States. 

Feb. 4 Grand Admiral von Tlrplta. 
chief of the German admiralty, bad de- 
clared a naval war zone In the English 
channel on and after Feb. IS. This 
waa an act of reprisal for the British 
policy of stopping food shipments to 
Germany. As German submarines 
were attacking British ships on tbe 
Irish coast, hundreds of miles from 
their base in the North sea, the Cunar- 
der Lusltanla. voyaging from New 
York to Liverpool, hoisted the United 
States flag as a measure of protef-tlon 
from attack. These two incident.-* 
drew from the United States on Feb. 
11 notes to the German and British 
j governments, protesting against the 
(Jermnn war zone and the use of the 
Unitetl States flnir by the merchant 
ships of the belligerents. 

On the loth Germany Informed the 
United States that tbe war sone in tbe 
English Channel would be maintained. 
On tbe 18th the German decree took 
^ect, and a Nor wegia n steamer waa 
torpedoed In tbe English channel. On 
tbo aoth the American steamer Bvriyn 
waa mysteriously sunk In tbe war sone 
prevloasly declared by Great Bittala 
In th« Irish sea. 

On March 1 Great Britain annooaeed 
her Intention to stop all ships to and 
from tbe ports of Germany. On tbe 
IStta Great Britain tesned orders la 
council cutting off all outside trade 
with Germany and refnaed to agree 
with a Gennan proposal to leudUy' 
the war xone blockades. To thin the 
United Statea made protest March SS. 

Hie TiBiit«»ig Cue. 

On April 6 the Dnlted States fonnal- 
Ij challenged Great Britain's right to 
l>ar noncontraband trade fiNun Gennan 
ports. On May 1 the Laaltanla left 
New York for Liverpool, having oo 
board large quantttles of war monl- 
tlous and over 100 American anbjecta 
among the passengers. On tbe eve of 
sailing the German embassy at Weak- 
Ington published a warning to Intend- 
ing voyagera to Europe to avoid Brit- 
ish Uners. Also on May 1 tbe Cntted 
States steamer Gnlfllgbt was torpedoed 
by a tierman submarine In the war 
zone. On the Tth the Lusltanla was 
toriH'doed and sunk off the Irish coast. 
Many Americans were drowned. May 
13 tbe United States again protested 
against sulMnarine warfkre. citing the 
Lusltanla caae. May 28 tbe United 
States ateamer Nebtaakaa 



Among tbe striking naval events of 
the year, aaUefkom tbe'snbmarlne war- 
tare and attack on tbe Dardanelles 
forts, three are eapedally worth re- 
counting. In NoTember. 1014, a British 
squadron was defeated olT* Chile by 
Von Spee's German cruisera and Vice 
Admiral Cradock with 1,700 men lost 
A week later the raider German cruis- 
er Emden was sunk lo the Indian ocean 
by the Australian cruiser Sydney. In 
December Sturdee's Britisb squadron 
de alroyed Von Spee's fleet off tbe Falk- 
land Islands, sinking four out of five 
cmlfiers. 

While the blow at Constantinople held 
the attention of the world by reason of 
its bulducss tbe allies In northern 
France resumed the attaclu which had 
t>eeu suspended all winter. March 10 
the British broke the German line at 
Neuve Cbapelle. cupturiug the village, 
and for three days the battle raged 
back and forth, the Gerumus, Kug 
Uah and French all losing heavily. 
The allies were defeated lu their at- 
tempt to take Lu bassee and push east 
to LUle. The capture of Ilartmanns- 
wellerkoiif mountain, southern Alsace, 
by the French was tbe only other event 
of importance oa the whole western 
front. 

Bnniaai Strike at Hnngary. 

On the east front tbe winter weather 
interfered with movements on a grand 
scale. March oiieued with the Russians 
everywhere on the defensive. Tbe 
German column lu East I'russia and 
uortberu Poland forced tbe enemy back 
behind the .Niemen, Bobr and Narew 
rivers. In Gallcla tbe Russians were 
Just able to check the Austrian attempt 
to recapture Lemberg by the Bukovlna 
route and to hold their own against 
the Austriau advance uortbwani down 
tbe 8lo|)es of the Carijuthluns. But ou 
the 22d of March the war In tbe east 
apparently took on a new phase with 
the advanta;.'e wholly on the side of 
tbe allies. 

The fortress of Przemysl, central Ga 
dcla. which had resisted tbe llus-slans 
for seven months, capitulated. Over 
100.000 Austrian prisoners were claim 
ed by the captors, who quickly an- 
noomed a new drive over the Carpa- 
thians to Hungary with the force set 
free around Przemysl. But the move 
broke down almost lu its Inception be- 
cause the Austrians kept a tirm front 
all along the east and west line In the 
Carpathians and at tbe same time scor- 
ed decisively In a lun^e e.'istwn-d from 
the Cracow base. 

The Russians were driven across 
Dnnajec river, where their line pro- 
tected the west flank of the column on 
the CarpatblsB slopes. By tlie end of 
AprU the mlKtary^jMfi^wUsed that

■lan forces cotdd omtfe^e coiianse 



off the coast of Ireland, and 
quently Germany acknowledged that It 
waa the work of a aobmatiae. 

Jnae 10 the United Statea arat the 
second note to Germany oa tho IabI- 
tenia sinking and reiterated the 
of May 13. Great Britain 
to the United Statea protest of April 
6 on June 24. atatlng that the blockade 
against neutral trade wl^ Qamaa 
porta would continue. To this the 
United Statea replied oa Jnljr U Umt 
BrltMi ordcra in cooacU woold aoC be 
coBsldered valid. 

On July 8 Germany replied to the 
American second note and proposed to 
co-operate with tlie United States ^tm 
ssfeguardlng American Uvea on vee- 
sets in the naval war sone. Germany 
would respect American ships and of- 
fered to supply vessels to be used in 
American service flying the United 
States tia;;. An answer to tills note 
was dispatched July 21 In laagaaaa 
which was firm and conclusive through- 
out and especially so in the last para* 
graiih. which Stated that further at- 
tacks on .American ships most be re« 
garded as "deliberately unfriendly." ; 

Otire at Waimw. 
-since the beginning of Jnly Intawt 
has centered upon tbe Oerman cam- 
paign for Warsaw. Aa aeoa aa tha 
Auatro-Oennans had driven tbe Rna- 
slana froas Galicia three movements 
were started to envelope tbe greet 
capital of Poland. Tbe armiea tram 
Gallda. under GeiMcal von llaefceaaen. 
strack out for Ivaugorod, which is 
south of Warsaw. On tbe west, where 
the Germans lisd been intrenched all 
(he winter and spring wttbiu twenty- 
Bve miles of the citadel, tbe Germsns 
undA General von Hindenburg advanc- 
ed eastward to within fifteen miles of 
Warsaw. 

Cod forming to the movements ot 
Von Hindenbotg vid Von Msrkanaan 
the strong German column north of 
Warsaw marched southward, a&alag 
at the Ruasmn defensea known aa a 
Narew river Use. the canter of which 
te Pnltnsk. It was taken by tbe Gei^ 
mans Jnly 28. 

When tbe G erman aUsa arrived in 
front of Ivaagorod on the aooth and 
pressed tljnfud toward die Vistula 
west of Waiaaw and also in the drive 
from the north to tbe Narew river 
line they encountered the Rnaslaa 
forces in their strong defenses, but die 
fall of Warsaw seenaed imminent. 

The Italian inva3ton of Austrian ter- 
ritory was made diflicalt by the moun- 
tains which abound and hare but few 
losses. These are well fortified. Gta- 
disca, on the Isonxo. fell on June IL and 
the Italian colnmns began to push for- 
ward across tbe Carso plateau. 

In France and Belgium nothing of 
vital bearing took place In July. Tl^ 
Germans captured Soachea c a ta a teiy 
and a line of trenches neaj Arras. Ou 
the allied right the French reported 
Kuccess In the Argonne fonat end ^ 
tbe Vosges mountains. Trtjpft fliiii le 
attacka were repulsed. ' }^'-'~S:tit.:.
